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Editor’s job cut 
‘handled unfairly’ 


A NEWSPAPER editor lost his 
job unfairly, an employment 
tribunal has ruled. 

David Hart, who had been in 
charge at the Haverhill Echo, 
was selected for redundancy in 
September last year as bosses 
attempted to make cost savings 
in the face of falling advertising 
revenue and profits. 

Last month Mr Hart, 56, 
claimed at a tribunal he had 
been selected for redundancy 
unfairly by Anglia Newspapers 
and had suffered discrimination 
because of his age. 

Mr Hart, of Chauntry Road, 
Haverhill, had worked at the 
paper for 32 years, the final 
three as editor. He had started 


as a trainee reporter. 

Despite upholding Anglia 
Newspapers’ claim his dismissal 
was for the potentially fair rea¬ 
son of redundancy, the tribunal 
has decided the way it was 
handled was unfair. 

Employment judge David 
Skinner, who chaired the hear¬ 
ing at Bury St Edmunds, said Mr 
Hart’s allegation that he was a 
victim of age discrimination was 
not well founded and had been 
dismissed, as was a complaint 
that Anglia Newspapers had 
infringed dispute resolution 
rules. Both sides now face a 
further hearing at which the 
amount of compensation to be 
paid to Mr Hart will be decided.

Market extension 
plans put on hold 


PLANS to expand Haverhill’s 
Friday market by moving some 
stalls into the High Street have 
been deferred for further con¬ 
sultation after concerns were 
raised about issues such as access 
for the disabled. 

Results of an initial consultation were 
reported back to the Haverhill Area 
Working Party last Thursday. Member 
Anne Gower said it was important to 
address issues raised, but she hoped the 
scheme would still go ahead. 

She said: “We want to get this right. The 
traders are completely behind this, but the 
interests of disabled groups are extremely 
important and have to be taken into 
account. 

“We have to balance their interests, as 
well as residents who are concerned about 
the noise of setting up and the disposal of

waste. It is not an easy task but we believe 
it might make the Friday market more 
robust and that the issues raised can be 
overcome. There is no vehicle access to the 
High Street on Saturdays or to Queen 
Street during the week, and there is car 
parking on both sides of the High Street.” 

The plan put forward is to use the High 
Street in the section running from the 
junction with Quakers Lane to the Town 
Hall arts centre and to control vehicular 
access to that area from 6am to 6pm each 
Friday. 

Delivery vehicles and market traders 
would be allowed controlled access to the 
High Street from 6am to 10am by means of 
a removable barrier manned by market 
officers. 

After that time vehicular access other 


than for the emergency services would not 
be permitted until after 6pm. 

Vehicular access from High Street/ 
Market Hill via Quakers Lane would be 
maintained and traffic could exit through 
the town hall car park. Engineering work 
was carried out on the present access to 
enable this before changes were imp¬ 
lemented. 

Adam Whittaker, chairman of the 
Haverhill Area Working Party said: “The 
proposed extension to the Friday market 
will improve its viability and attract more 
shoppers to the town. 

“We appreciate that this may cause 
inconvenience to a small number of 
retailers and residents, but we will 
continue to work with them and Suffolk 
County Council to achieve the best 
compromise on the range of issues that 
need to be satisfied. The issues raised 
mainly relate to access and will be 
addressed as far as possible.”

HAVERHILL'S revamped bus station 
has hit a storm of criticism from 
users who say it is worse than the 
old one and that new bus shelters 
are too narrow for wheelchairs or 
buggies. 

The bus station, off Jubilee Walk, had been 
criticised by users for many years, and plans 
to revamp it were delayed when the rest of 
the area was upgraded last year. 

One user, 25-year-old John Taylor, from 
Linton, who suffers from visual impairment, 
said he struggled, not knowing where the 
bus was going to stop as they could not pull 
in properly. 

He said: “The £290,000 or so spent on 
Haverhill Bus Station may have been badly 
spent, as the bus station cannot be properly 
used by Stagecoach Tridents 

“Either the problems have been missed by 
the council or the contractors have messed 
up. The bays are three to four metres too 
short for a bus to use properly. The bays have 
been put in place in such a way the buses 
can’t actually pull out as planned, and buses 
can’t pull in to the front of the bays properly. 

“It is a shambles, a complete disaster. The 
shelters are too narrow, and even a double 
buggy can’t fit in or even possibly turn. I 
don’t think a wheelchair user could use the 
shelters, so they are not DDA Act Compliant. 

“The seating is too high for some 
members of the elderly community and they 
aren’t even proper seats. The feeling is the 
type of shelter which has been used is the 
wrong one, as the type used in Bury St 
Edmunds was expected. 

“It has not been thought about at all well 
for the disabled community and even the 
council’s access officer hasn’t done much 
about it. 

“The bus station is a major embarrass¬ 
ment to the council and I wouldn’t be 
surprised if nearly all the work which has 
been done will have to be re-done.” 

Mike Dawson, St Edmundsbury’s cor¬ 
porate director for the town, told Haverhill’s 
Partnership Fomm this week that problems 
raised about the bus station were being 
investigated, but urged users to be patient as 
the scheme was not yet complete. St 
Edmundsbury is carrying out the work on 
behalf of Suffolk County Council, to county 
specifications.

The previous broken window cost

There are two cameras in Queen 
Street which cover this area and the 
police can request the footage and ask 
the control centre to monitor the area, 
to deal with the problem.

Plans have been app¬ 
roved for a £5 million 
new Clements Primary 
School to be built next 
year on Puddlebrook 
playing fields and work 
is also due to start on 
building new classrooms 
at primary schools in 
Haverhill and surround¬ 
ing villages. 

Nigel Giles, head at 
Chalkstone Middle 
School, said although 
disappointed by the 
proposals, he was sure 
“our children will do 
very well where ever 
they go, the schools in 


Haverhill are very good”. 

He added: “Our plans 
are so far advanced here 
that the last thing we 
need is any uncertainty. 
Our plan is to make the 
change happen as 
smoothly and painlessly 
as possible.” 

The decision to move 
to a two-tier education 
system has been 
opposed by parents, 
teachers and councillors 
but the county council 
pushed through its 
plans. 

Funds were promised 
for enlarging primary 
schools to take extra 


children aged nine to 11, 
and for secondary 
schools to cope with the 
intake of 11 to 13-year- 
olds. 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
portfolio holder for 
children, schools and 
young people’s services, 
said: “We cannot be 
certain we will have the 
money from 2011 to go 
ahead with the whole of 
the next phase. 

“Therefore, rather 
than go out to con¬ 
sultation with the public 
as we intended this 
autumn, I have taken 
the decision to put on 


hold most of the third 
phase of the project. 

“We have not lost faith 
in our approach to 
middle schools and 
remain totally commit¬ 
ted to completing the 
task. Educational ach¬ 
ievement is still higher 
for pupils educated in a 
two-tier system over 
three-tier.” 

He said that until 
there was more clarity 
on the future financial 
position, it would be 
“irresponsible” to make 
promises on what 
happens next and when.

THE family of a leuk¬ 
aemia victim have made 
an incredible £90,000 
donation to fund re¬ 
search at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

Relatives of City fund man¬ 
ager Robert Bigland handed 
over a cheque to help Cam¬ 
bridge experts find better 
treatments for blood cancers. 

The cash was raised at a For¬ 
get Me Not Ball held in mem¬ 
ory of the 69-year-old at the 
Waldorf Hilton in London. 

Mr Bigland, from Little 
Thurlow, was treated at Adden¬ 
brooke’s for chronic lympho¬ 
cytic leukaemia for five years 
until his death. 

His widow Biddy, 59, said the 
quality of the care provided by 
doctors and nurses encour¬ 
aged the fundraising drive. 

She said: “We feel Robert 
would be proud of what we 
managed to achieve, and the 
money will make a huge differ- 
ence to research at Adden¬ 
brooke’s. 

“Robert was a very popular 
man and 400 people came to 
his memorial service, so we 
thought if we didn’t delay we 
could get people together 


again and raise some money. 

“The ball was a fantastic 
evening and people were very 
willing to give because Robert 
was still very much in their 
minds.” 

Mrs Bigland described her 
husband, a father-of-two and a 
grandfather-of-four, as a 
“larger than life” character who 
had fought his final weeks in 
hospital with great courage. 


Leukaemia Research is 
investing £8 million in Cam¬ 
bridge, including work by Prof 
Tony Green, the international 
blood cancer expert who acc¬ 
epted the cheque at Adden¬ 
brooke’s. 

Prof Green said: “I am very 
grateful to receive this con¬ 
tribution on behalf of Leuk¬ 
aemia Research. This is a stagg¬ 
ering amount and will greatly 


help us as we work to find out 
how these diseases develop 
and, ultimately, to improve 
treatments and cures for 
patients.” 

Mrs Bigland said the family 
would continue to raise money 
for the charity, adding: “The 
fundraising has helped us to 
deal with the loss and we have 
all become much closer as a 
result.”

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Ex-pub landlord’s 
sex assault shame 


A FORMER pub landlord who 
indecently fondled a schoolgirl has 
been ordered to take part in a scheme 
designed to tackle sexual offending. 

Ronald Myles, 57, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court to be sentenced yesterday, after 
pleading guilty at an earlier hearing to a 
charge of sexual assault. 

The court heard that Myles had at the time 
of the offence been the landlord of the Black 
Horse public house in Camps Road, 
Haverhill. 

Judge David Goodin imposed a 
community sentence, with Myles to remain 
under Probation Service supervision for the 
next three years. He must also take part in 
the Thames Valley Sex Offender Programme 
with the aim of avoiding any further 
offending of this type. 

Mohammad Islam, prosecuting, said that 
Myles had known his 14-year-old victim - 
who cannot be named for legal reasons - 
and her parents for about three years. 

At about 7am on the morning of March 17 
the girl had been on her way to meet a friend 
when she saw Myles outside the Black Horse 
smoking a cigarette. Myles called across the 
road and asked the girl if she wanted a Coke. 

Inside they sat at the bar, then he got up 
and went behind the bar. When he returned 
he approached the girl from behind and 
placed his hands on her breasts outside her 
clothing, while telling her that he liked her 
and often thought about her. 

The girl told Myles to stop and he did 
when she said that she needed to go to the 
toilet. 

Myles told police the girl had approached 
him by tapping on the window of the pub to 
ask for a cigarette. He said he had been 
having a discussion with the teenager and 
had given her a “cuddle”, admitting that he 
had placed his arms around her from 
behind. Myles told officers that he might 
have inadvertently touched her breasts. 

Joanne Eley, for Myles, handed in several 
references for him and said he was no longer 
running the pub he had left with debts and 
was currently unemployed. 

Judge Goodin said: “It was a disgraceful 
thing to do, the invasion of a J4-year-old’s 
person. The shame that you undoubtedly 
feel at standing where you are now, is I am 
entirely confident, a matter of great pun¬ 
ishment to you.” 

Myles, who must sign on the sexual 
offences register for five years, was made the 
subject of a Sexual Offences Prevention 
Order, which indefinitely prohibits him from 
being with any under J6-year-old while 
unsupervised, employing anyone aged 
under J6 or having any contact with his 
victim.

Referral for 
mum who 
stole food 

A MOTHER of two who walked out 
of a supermarket with a trolley of 
groceries she had not paid for has 
been given a chance to tackle her 
drug problem. 

Lori Love, 29, was arrested after 
being stopped by staff at Sains- 
bury’s in Haverhill with groceries 
worth more than £120 she had not 
paid for. 

Love, who was spending up to 
£40 a day on cannabis, had also 
taken taxi rides between Haverhill 
and Newmarket without paying 
and failed to pay a hairdresser for 
a cut and colour. 

Love, of North Avenue, Haver¬ 
hill, admitted one charge of theft 
and three charges of making off 
without payment when she app¬ 
eared before magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds last month. 

Appearing before them again to 
be sentenced, she was given a one- 
year community order, with a one- 
year supervision order and a six- 
month drug referral requirement. 

Love had also asked the court to 
take into consideration an offence 
of making off without paying for a 
£5.95 meal. 

Declan Gallagher, mitigating, 
said Love had a “significant” can¬ 
nabis habit, spending between 
£20 and £40 a day. 

He said her children, aged six 
and three, lived with her parents.

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Review to look at 
transport options

THE £1 million annual budget to 
provide taxis for Suffolk residents 
with mobility problems would be 
better spent on paying paid drivers 
to operate community transport 
schemes, a councillor has argued. 

Cllr Paul McManus, a driver for Haver¬ 
hill’s Three Counties Transport scheme, 
spoke out during a discussion on sust¬ 
ainable transport at the Haverhill Part¬ 
nership Forum meeting last week. 

He said: “Taxis are often taking people 
with a disability... and they are being paid 
more than us to take people places. 

“We have had reports of drivers smok¬ 
ing, driving far too fast and not helping 
passengers in and out, but nothing is ever 
done about it. 

“We have to turn down, on a regular 
basis, people we cannot take shopping or 
to the doctor’s because we don’t have the 
buses or the drivers. We have only two paid 
drivers and we need four. 

“You cannot expect a volunteer to turn 
out a 6pm, we need paid drivers. Our 
drivers are all vetted and trained to help 
people.” 

Mike Dawson, St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council’s corporate director for 
Haverhill, said taxi drivers were regulated 
and although most did a good job, comp¬ 
laints against them were always invest¬ 
igated. 

Peter Lee, Suffolk County Council’s sust¬ 
ainable transport strategy manager, said a 
rural transport review was under way, 
including options for improving services 
between Haverhill and Bury St Edmunds 
by next autumn. 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill town clerk, 
said the review should also consider the 
town’s requirements when it comes to rural 
routes. 

He said: “If you work in a shop in 
Haverhill you cannot get a bus back to 
Sudbury after 5.30pm. Students cannot get 
back from Bury St Edmunds at night. 

“If you are a 17-year-old without a car 
you have to go to Cambridge because you 
cannot get to Bury.”

Skills test helps jobless get back to work 


MEP RICHARD Howittgot 
himself “skills tested” when 
he visited a centre which is 
helping people made 
redundant in the recession 
find new jobs.

Mr Howitt said: “Whether 
you regularly use a 
computer or not, this new 


test means just a few 
minutes of your time really 
can change the rest of your 
life. The training and 
assistance offered will then 
make a real difference to the 
chances of people hit by 
unemployment. It really is a 
test for testing times.” 


Store revamp with 
rival ready 1e open 


A SUPERMARKET has clos¬ 
ed its doors and completely 
stripped its shelves for a 
major refit - less than a 
week before its rival opens a 
new store just down the 
road.

“Playing a role in the local 
community is really important to 
us and we’re looking forward to 
continuing our partnership with 
the Haverhill Volunteer Centre 
through fundraising and volunt¬ 
eering once the store is re-open¬ 
ed.” 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s 
said: “We are always looking to 
improve the shopping experience 
for our customers and the Hav¬ 
erhill store was in need of some 
investment.” 


‘Youths are problem, not young children’ 


RESIDENTS have hit 
back at claims that they 
are killjoys who want to 
stop children playing 
outside their homes. 

The comments come 
after reader Debbie 
Chamberlaine told the 
Weekly News last week 
that Havebury Housing 
was deliberately leaving 
the grass uncut to dis¬ 
courage children play¬ 
ing on a green area in 
Vetch Walk, Haverhill. 


But one Vetch Walk 
resident, who asked not 
to be named, said the 
problems were being 
caused by up to a dozen 
youths, ranging in age 
from 14 to 22, and not 
by small children. 

She said: “We just 
wanted to put the other 
side of the story. We 
have had windows 
broken, plants trampled 
and mouthfuls of abuse 
if you say anything. 


“We are not only par¬ 
ents, but grandparents, 
but we dare not let our 
grandchildren play out 
there because they 
would get trampled to 
death. 

“My husband was in 
the army for 20 years, 
but even he feels intim¬ 
idated when they are all 
out there and you 
should not have to feel 
like that outside your 
own home. 


“We have lived here 
for 25 years and it is 
only in the past three 
years that we have 
started to have this 
trouble. 

“You are not allowed 
to keep their footballs if 
they go in the garden 
and we have no redress 
at all. We are not talking 
about 4-year-olds play¬ 
ing out there, the 
youngest is 14 and they 
are up to age 22.”

Fraudsters 
ordered to 
do work 

TWO men who admitted benefit 
fraud have been sentenced to do 
unpaid community work. 

Colin Rolfe, 37, of Dunsey Wood 
Close, Haverhill, appeared at Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates’ Court 
last week and pleaded guilty to 
three charges of making false 
representations to the Depart¬ 
ment of Works and Pensions and 
St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil. 

Between November 2003 and 
January 2004 he failed to declare 
capital totalling more than 
£50,000. As a result he was over¬ 
paid £4,295 in income support, 
£2,583 housing benefit and £606 
council tax benefit. He was ord¬ 
ered to complete 80 hours of 
unpaid work and pay £100 costs. 

David Robert Goodwin, 68, of 
Abington Place, Haverhill, also 
appeared and admitted three 
charges of making false rep¬ 
resentations by claiming guar¬ 
anteed pension credit, housing 
and council tax benefits. He failed 
to declare that he was working as 
a security guard or as a by prod¬ 
ucts operative in an abattoir. 

There were overpayments of 
housing and council tax benefits 
totalling £2,911 and an over¬ 
payment of £4,947 of guaranteed 
pension credit. 

He was sentenced to a 150 
hours unpaid work, to be com¬ 
pleted within a year and at least 
once a week, plus £200 for costs.

A WOMAN has hit out 
at “rude” council staff 
after reporting that 
equipment at a new¬ 
ly-refurbished play¬ 
ground had collapsed 
on her nephews. 

Mandy Godsall took Fin¬ 
lay Dray, 8, and Callum, 11, 
to try out the new £110,000 
playground, which was 
officially opened at Castle 
Playing Fields in Haverhill 
last month. 

While the boys were 
using the tyre swing, the 
chain connecting it to the 
frame snapped and fell on 
top of them. They were left 
bruised and shaken by the 
incident, but Mrs Godsall 
said she was less than 
happy with the response 
she received from St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough 
Council’s parks department 
when she reported the inci¬ 
dent. 

She said: “I thought I 
would take the boys up to 
try the play equipment, 
which is brand new. One 
minute I was pushing them 
on the swing, the next 
minute they were on the 
floor with it on top of them. 

“I rang the parks dep¬ 
artment and the man I 
spoke to was so rude. I told 
him what had happened 
and he showed no concern 
at all about how they were 
and did not apologise at all. 

“He really had me fum¬ 
ing. He did not seem to 
care about them at all. He 
just kept saying he could 
not comment and that was 
it. 

“The tyre is quite a heavy 
thing and it was lucky they 
weren’t more badly hurt. It 


is brand new equipment, 
surely it should have been 
checked before it was used. 
I cannot understand how it 
could just break like that.” 

Damien Parker, parks 
manager at the council 
said: “I am very sorry to 
hear of the incident invol¬ 
ving Mandy Godsall’s 
nephews at one of our 
parks. As soon as the 
council became aware of 
the incident, the manufact¬ 
urer and supplier of the 
swing were contacted and 
provided with photo¬ 
graphic evidence of the 
sheared anchor point 
which had failed. The 
manufacturers are curr¬ 


ently investigating the 
incident and we await their 
feedback. 

“The type of swing 
installed at Castle Playing 
Fields has been tried and 
tested at numerous sites 
around the country. As with 
all new play ground facil¬ 
ities, prior to being opened 
the site was inspected by 
an independent play¬ 
ground inspector and cert¬ 
ified fit for purpose and 
compliant with all the 
necessary safety standards. 

“We will be contacting 
Ms Godsall to discuss this 
issue and the handling of 
her concerns further.” 


‘Quick action key in stroke cases’ 


PATIENTS who 
have suffered a 
suspected stroke are 
being asked to act 
fast and call an 
ambulance immed¬ 
iately to dramat¬ 
ically improve their 
chances of making a 
good recovery. 

The call comes 
after West Suffolk 
Hospital began off¬ 
ering rapid clot- 
busting thromb¬ 
olysis treatment to 


patients who have 
suffered a specific 
type of stroke. 

Thrombolysis can 
save lives and mini¬ 
mise disability, but 
is suitable for only 
around 10 per cent 
of stroke patients, 
and only those 
whose stroke has 
been caused by a 
blood clot. For the 
treatment to be eff¬ 
ective, it must be 
given usually within 


three hours of the 
patient first noticing 
their symptoms. 

Now specialists at 
the hospital have 
urged people to 
familiarise them¬ 
selves with the signs 
of stroke and call an 
ambulance immed¬ 
iately if they notice 
any problems with 
their face, arms or 
speech. 

Dr Anne Nicol- 
son, lead consultant 


for stroke at the 
hospital, said: “It is 
essential that any¬ 
one who has suff¬ 
ered a suspected 
stroke calls for an 
ambulance as 
quickly as possible - 
no matter how min¬ 
or their symptoms 
may be. Please don’t 
drive yourself to the 
hospital, even if 
your symptoms are 
improving. Just ring 
999.”

CORNET player Tom 
Walker has been getting 
a hand from his fellow 
band members, who have 
dropped their instruments 
and picked up their tools 
to help re-building his 
historic barn which was 
destroyed by fire.

These 
needed lifting and 
positioning so that it 
could be secured and a 
team of around a dozen 
friends, including several 
from the band, spent the 
day helping him with the 
building. 

Tom hopes the barn 
would be back in use 
before the winter. 

He said: “I am very 
grateful to the band 
members who helped and 
for the loan of a lot of 


equipment. 

“I started cutting the 
timbers in May and used 
a lot of curved instead of 
straight ones to give a 
lovely looking structure. 
We managed to get the 
timber structure of the 
walls up in a day, which 
was pretty good going. 

“The fire was spotted 
within 20 minutes, but 
because it was a wooden 
structure with wood 
inside it went up very 
quickly.”

Brydon ready to get personal 
with couples in the front row 


R OB Brydon has done 
everything in comedy. He 
has headlined in his own 
numerous, hit TV series (Rob 
Brydon’s Annually Retentive, The 
Keith Barret Show, Marlon and 
Geoff, Human Remains, 

Director’s Commentary) and he 
has starred in massively popular 
sitcoms and sketch shows (Gavin 
and Stacey, Little Britain, 
Supernova). 

He has had roles in highly regarded 
comic movies {A Cock and Bull Story, 24- 
Hour Party People) and has recently 
replaced Angus Deayton as the host on 
BBC One’s Would I Lie To You? 

And after the hugely successful first leg 
of his sell-out nationwide tour earlier this 
year, Rob is back on the road. 

He is a rare example of a comedian 
who is as funny off stage as on it. He is a 
dazzling entertainer and an hour spent in 
his presence simply flies by. The air is 
replete with laughter throughout the 
interview. It’s like being treated to a 
command performance for a specially 
invited audience of one. It’s an absolute 
privilege. 

The comic, 43, is thrilled by the 
prospect of going back on tour. 

“I’m really excited about doing it all 
again,” beams Brydon, who has just 
finished filming the third series of James 
Corden and Ruth Jones’ multi-award- 
winning sitcom, Gavin and Stacey. 


“It’s easier to perform as Keith 
because his views are set, and I’m 
not always sure what I think 
about things! But I’ve really 
enjoyed being myself on stage. 

“The live show is just me 
talking. I like that natural 
feeling of me simply 
chatting to the 
audience. I try to 
make the show 
personal and 
conversational. In 
general, I don’t talk too 
much about my family. 

But I wanted to give this 
show a sense of truth 
and authenticity, and I 
was keen to talk 
about the things 
that really matter 
to me. So in the 
show I talk, for 
instance, about 
the birth of my son. 

He arrived nine days 
early and came 
pretty quickly, so it 
had to be an 



Brydon is not just chatting about his 
family. He ranges over a whole array of 
subjects. He contemplates, for example, 
the joy of voiceovers. “I talk about how 
ludicrous it is doing voiceovers for 
products such as Toilet Duck. I also 
discuss how having a very flexible 
voice has been a great help to 
\ me over the years. I can make 
A anything sound good. ‘Hi, I’ve 
got herpes!’ Doesn’t that 
sound great?” 

In the show, Brydon also 
tackles many of the thornier 
problems of the day, such as 
youth crime. 

“I don’t want to sound like a Dally 
Mail editorial,” he laughs, “but I do 
think this is a really important 
issue. I would never advocate 
violence - I’m a very un-violent 
person. I’ve never had a fight 
in my life.” 

Another subject which 
Brydon mines to great 
comic effect in the 
show is his native 
land. 

“I married an 
English girl, so our 
family is half English 
and half Welsh, and 
they have very 
different responses 
to everything,” 
muses the 
comedian, who 
studied at the 
Welsh College 


of Music and Drama. “The Welsh have a 
very emotional side, and we always view 
everything with a great sense of drama.” 

Brydon recently made Rob Brydon’s 
Identity Crisis, a BBC documentary about 
his attitude to Wales. 

“Before producing the documentary, I 
had a niggling sense of disenchantment 
with Wales,” admits the comic. “I’d been 
away a long time and had begun to see 
Wales in a negative light. 

“But spending time there again for the 
documentary made me remember the 
things I love about Wales. I realised what 
a huge part of my life it is. 

“There’s never been a better time to be 
Welsh - there’s Duffy, Gavin and Stacey, 
Torchwood, Doctor Who 

Brydon is at pains to emphasise the 
enormous contribution that Gavin and 
Stacey has made to changing people’s 
perception of Wales. 

“It’s had a huge effect,” he reflects. 
“It’s made Wales much more palatable to 
a very wide audience. 

“In the past, Welsh sitcoms have never 
made it on to the national network. But 
Gavin and Stacey presents a very 
authentic view of Wales. It shows that 
there is much more to the country than 
the lazy stereotype of rugby, sheep, 
Shirley Bassey and choirs.” 

So this is one Welshman who is really 
fired up about touring, and determined to 
put on a blinding show. One word of 
warning, though: If you’re a couple sitting 
near the front of the auditorium, Rob has 
got you in his sights. With a wicked 
chuckle, he cautions that, “like Keith 



Barret, I’m going to be chatting to the 
audience about their relationships. I’ll see 
if I can drive a wedge between them. 

“If couples haven’t split by the end of 
the evening, I won’t have achieved my 
aim!” 

And with that, Rob Brydon lets out 
another long, loud laugh.

GARDENING 


Try your hand at 
growing late crops 


Y ou may still be reaping 
the rewards of all your 
hard work on the 
allotment or vegetable 
patch this year, but don’t 
down tools just yet as there 
are winter crops which can 
be planted in autumn to fill 
the gaps. 

Not only will new crops keep the 
soil covered over winter and help 
to suppress weeds, you’ll have a 
bonus crop of quick-maturing 
vegetables before the winter 
closes in - while some are hardy 
enough to keep harvesting 
through until early spring. 

Others will get a head-start on 
spring-sown crops and should 
be ready several weeks early. 
Which? Gardening, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, trialled a number of 
veg including onions, peas, 
beans and winter salads to see 
how they would fare planted in 
the autumn. 

The trial, featured in the 
September edition of the 
magazine, found that garlic is a 
crop worth starting in autumn 
unless you’ve got cold, wet soil - 
in which case, wait until 
February. 

Buy or order the bulbs now, but 
wait until November before 
planting them. Split the bulbs 
into individual cloves just before 
planting, about 15cm apart. Ease 
them into the soil, and make 
sure their tops are hidden or the 
birds may take them. 

They should produce plants 
about 15cm tall before winter, 
which will be tough enough to

survive the season, and you 
should be harvesting them by 
luly. The garlic variety ‘Solent 
Wight’ was best in the 
magazine’s last trial. 

You can also plant onions in the 
autumn, spacing the sets 10cm 
apart in rows 30cm apart during 
October or November. These will 
overwinter like the garlic and 
should be dried off and ready to 
harvest in mid-luly, a couple of 
weeks before spring-planted 
onions. Try the varieties 
‘Electric’ and ‘Radar’. 

Peas and broad beans can also 
be sown in October and 
November, provided you choose 
a sunny, sheltered spot. Sow 
broad beans in double rows with 
20cm between plants each way, 
to make it easy to support the 
plants in spring, by running 
string round the outside tied to 
posts at the corners. 

With peas, dig out out a shallow 
trench 3-4cm deep and at least 
15 cm wide. 

Scatter seeds roughly 5cm apart 
each way. The plants should 
reach 15-20cm tall before they 
stop growing in mid-winter. 

The traditional broad bean 
‘Aquadulce Claudia’ is a safe bet,

but the small-podded ‘Stereo’ is 
also worth trying. 

If you want salad all winter, go 
for the winter-hardy varieties. 
While you can sow them straight 
into the ground, you may have 
better results sowing them in 
modular trays or small pots 
inside this month to protect 
them from slugs and snails, and 
then plant them out in October 
and November. 

Cover the plants with 
horticultural fleece to stop the 
pigeons feasting on them, and 
provide protection from hard 
frosts. 

In 2008, Which? Gardening 
trialled a variety of winter salads, 
and most of them provided 
pickings of leaves from January 
to April. 

Pick individual leaves or cut 
whole plants as soon as they are 
large enough until they start to 
bolt in spring. 

Reliable varieties of hardy lettuce 
include the cos ‘Winter Density’ 
and the butterhead type ‘Valdor’. 
If you have seed left over from 
spring you may want to have a 
go and see what comes up. 

You may have success if you 
make September sowings of 
carrots, beetroot, radish, turnip 
and kohl rabi, spinach and leaf 
beet. 

Reliable types include the carrot 
‘Early Nantes’, lettuce ‘Little 
Gem’ or ‘Salad Bowl’ and 
beetroot ‘Boltardy’. Success will 
depend on the weather. 

Give the area a good soaking 
several days before you sow, 
especially if the weather’s been 
hot and dry. 

Aim to harvest before the first 
severe frosts, or cover the crops 
with fleece to extend the season.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Liriope 

Better known as lilyturf, this late- 
flowering evergreen looks a bit 
like a giant grape hyacinth, with 
its narrow, strap-shaped 
evergreen leaves and spikes of 
knobbly lilac flowers which 
bloom from September to 
November. 

It makes good ground-cover 
under shrubs or can be used as 
edging in the herbaceous border, 
but it is invasive so watch where 
you plant it and limit its spread 
by lifting and dividing the 
clumps every few years. 

The most common type is L 
muscari, which grows to around 
30cm. 

Most varieties are mauve or 
violet, but you can get the white 
variety‘Monroe White’ and 
another with gold-splashed 
leaves, ‘John Burch’. 

The plants will thrive in sun or 
light shade in any lime-free 
garden soil.

Used car demand ‘massive’ 


Cars priced around £2,650 are doing a roaring trade 


DEMAND for budget- 
priced used motors is 
still massive in Britain, 
and this sector of the 
market could be given 
a huge boost as 
university first-timers 
seek a set of wheels to 
set them on the path to 
a degree. 

British Car Auctions 


says second-hand cars 
priced around the £2,650 
mark are still doing a 
roaring trade, and prices 
in this part-exchange 
bracket have risen for the 
eighth month running. 

Students about to 
depart for UK universities, 
and wanting wheels, could 
give the used market a 
much-needed September 


shove, especially with the 
new 59-registration plate 
bringing an increase in 
trade-in vehicles to car 
dealerships. 

BCA’s latest report also 
shows that overall used- 
car values increased for 
the 10th month running in 
August, taking average 
values across the board to 
£6,223. 

This is a rise of £195 
over July’s figures, and 
represents another 3 per 
cent month-on-month 
rise, says BCA, and im¬ 
proves - albeit marginally 
- on the increase recorded 
between fune and fuly. 

“Demand continues to 
be strong, despite last 
month covering the 
summer holiday period, 
where values have 
traditionally softened in 


recent years,” comments 
BCA’s communications 
director Tony Gannon. 

“August stock levels also 
remained relatively low, 
and this certainly has had 
an effect when combined 
with the continuing 
demand. The vast majority 
of vehicles being offered at 
auction are now sold first 
time.” 

Meanwhile, some 13.8 
million (41 per cent) 
British motorists say that 
they often struggle to 
remember their car’s MOT 
expiry date, according to a 
survey from Kwik-Fit. Not 
surprisingly then the firm’s 
research shows that one- 
in-four motorists (8.1 
million) have driven a car 
without an MOT.

New car sales are on the rise

NEW car sales have risen 
for the second successive 
month as the Govern¬ 
ment’s “cash for bangers” 
car-scrappage continues to 
boost the motor industry. 

A total of 67,006 new cars 
were registered in August 2009, 
a 6.0 per cent increase on the 
August 2008 total, the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT) said. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt added: “This is welcome 
news for the UK motor industry. 

“The scrappage incentive 
scheme is having a positive 
impact but with consumer and 
business confidence still fragile, 
there remain significant risks 
ahead. It is essential that these 
early signs of recovery are 
sustained into 2010.” 

The August figure follows a 
2.4 per cent rise in sales in July 
2009, which was the first time 
there had been a year-on-year 
increase for 15 months. 

But despite the encouraging 
summer figures, new car sales 
are still down 21.5 per cent for 
the first eight months of 2009 
compared with the January- 
August 2008 total. 

Also, the 2009 total was still 
more than 10,500 below the 
August 2007 figure and 15 per 
cent off the August average for 
the period 1999-2008. 

The mini and supermini 
sector again did well last 
month, while private sales 
increased by 50.5 per cent, 
albeit on a weak August 2008. 


The SMMT attributed the 
rise in private sales to the car- 
scrappage scheme which was 
introduced in May and which 
has, first, halted the rate of 
decline in sales and, secondly, 
taken sales into positive 
territory again. 

However, August tradition¬ 
ally accounts for only 3.3 per 
cent of the total year’s sales and 
the big test will come when the 
figures for September, one of 
the two new number-plate 
months, are announced in a 
month’s time.

One of the big success stories 
of last month was Hyundai, 
with sales rising a huge 322 per 
cent on August 2008 and its ilO 
city car soaring to third place in 
the best-selling models’ table. 

Car scrappage schemes have 
also been introduced, with 
much success, in the US and 
Europe. The French initiative, 
which was due to finish at the 
end of this year, has been 
extended until 2011. 

The UK scheme will finish 
once the £300 million the 
Government has put into the 
initiative is exhausted. 



More than 185,000 vehicles 
have been bought as part of 
the scheme and the Retail 
Motor Industry Federation 
(RMIF) said the Government 
should consider extending it. 

RMIF director Sue Robinson 
said: “With the retail 
economic climate still fragile, 
demand still growing, and an 
increase in VAT scheduled for 
January 1 2010, an extension 
of the initiative is vital.”
